FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 

The Emperor proceeded to Paris on Thursday week, and presided 
| at a Cabinet Council. Mr. Slidell, the Envoy at Paris of tho Con- 
federate States, had a long conference with the Rmperor on the same 
day. His Majesty sent for him as soon as he was ap kept him to a 
téte-i-téte breakfast, and did not part company with him until the 
Council of Ministers was assembled. The 7imes’ correspondent at 
Paris states that the Emperor has again addressed our Government on 
the American war. His proposal is said to be a joint recognition of 
| the South, with the double object of stopping a carnage which, besides 

its unexampled horrors, is manifestly fruitless, and restoring to their 
| proper course a cultivation and commerce in which Europe is very 

much interested. 
Rumours which had been afloat for some days respecti

Billault and Baroche, in their new functions, are to 
continue to act as “‘ talking Ministers,’’ some portion of the adminie- 
trative duties ordinarily attaching to their offices being transferred to 
other hands in order to leave them leisure still to plead the oause of 
the Government in the two Chambers. What new posts, if any, are 
to be found for Count Waleweki and Count Persigny are not yet 
known. Rumour, however, already dispatches the former as 
Ambassador to London, and the latter to St. Petersburg. 

The Paris journals are speculating as to the result of the notes 
of the three Powers which havo been dispatched to 8t. Petersburz— 
whether Russia will yield to the demands made upon hor, or whether 
she will refuse compliance and challenge the war which seems the 
natural consequence of her refusal. The Patrie publishes an article,

The Emperor has granted a sum of 160,000f. to the Acadomy of 
Sciences of Vienna to publish the scientific resulta of the voyage of 
discovery accomplished by the Imperial frigate Novara. 

PRUSSIA. 

The King left Berlin for Carlsbad yesterday week. His Majesty 
travelled incognito, under the name of Count von Zollern. The 
hotel of the Golden Shield, at Carlsbad, has been engaged as his 
residence. The Premier, M. von Bismark, will shortly follow him, 
and it is thought that the Em r of Austria will visit him. 

The Crown Prince and Princess continue their tour in Eastern 
Prussia, and have been at Tilsit, Memel, Gumbinnen, Insterburg, 
and other places. They were everywhere received with cordial respect. 

Numerous warnings continue to be received by the pross in virtue 
of the ordinance of the Ist of June, and are varied by seizures. The 
Opposition papers are almost mute. 

be ratifications of the Prusso-Belgian treaty of commerce of the 
28th of March were exchanged on Saturday at the Berlin Foreign 
Office between the President of the Prussian Ministry and the Belgian 
Ambaesador. The treaty will take effect on the Ist of July next. 

THE INSURRECTION IN POLAND. 

The telegrams from Poland teem with acoounts of indocisive 
struggles in which the Poles are represented as mostly being the 
victors. Vague as these despatches generally are, they serve to show 
how fiercely the insurrection still rages and how widespread are its 
ramifications. Amongst other news we learn that the insurgent 
leader Frankowski, having recovered from the wounds he rezcived in 
the encounter wherein he was captured, has been exemtel at 
Lublin ; that Prince William Radzivill has been arrested at Lemberg, 
and that Archbishop Felinski bas been exiled. 

The Wareaw National Government has issued some proclamations. 
One has reference to the recent ‘‘transfer’’ of money from the 
Russian authorities’ hands to those of the Polish Government, and 
justifies the act as one of a fair and patriotic character. The other 
refers to the regulations of the National Government against the 
payment of taxes to the Muscovite offisicls, which have been recently 
infringed in some instances, and which it is once more announced 
must be strictly observed by every citizen, Nothing can be more 
extraordinary than the undisoovered and uncontrolled existence of 
such a body as the National Government, issuing provlamations, 
laying down laws, and enforcing their obedience in a city where the 
Russian is supposed to rule by virtue of overwhelming military force. 

According to a telegram from St. Petersburg, the Eaglish and 
French notes respecting the Polish insurrection reached that capital 
on Monday ; but the Austrian note was not expooted to arrive until 
Friday (yesterday). 

The movements of troops in Russia are daily beooming more im- 

rtant. This is especially the case inthe government of St Peters- 

urg, which is incessantly traversed by troops on their way to the 
Baltic provinces and to the western part of the empire. The Ruasian 
army in Poland is raised to 150,000 regular soldiers, and is daily 


augmented. 
TURKEY. 

The Levent Herald announces that the supplementary loan of 
£2,000,000, authorised at the time of the negotiation of the lats 
Turkish loan, will shortly be issued, for the purpose of withdrawing 
the base currency from circulation. Ooncurrently with this pieoe of 
news we learn that the Tarkish Government has been ordering four 
frigates and 50,000 rifles in England. 

Vague rumours about the long-projected Skanderbeg expedition 
into Albania are again afloat. he Turkish garrisons upon the 
Adriatic coast are said to have been reinforced in order to prepare 
against this anticipated undertaking. 

GREECE. 

The National Assembly at Athens has voted an indemnity claimed 
by the French Minister, in favour of M. Soulié, a Frenchman, who 
was ill-treated lately by some Greek soldiers.

High Commiesioner issued a proclamation announcing the 
annexation of the Ionian I to Greoce, and that the announcement 
was followed by illuminations and other tokens of popular joy.

You have heard that I was incompetent, a traitor, and that it was my 
intention to sell Vicksburg. Follow me, and you will see the cost at which I 
will sell Vicksburg ; when the last pound of beef, bacon, and flour, the last 
grain of corn, the last cow and hog, horse and dog, shall have been consumed, 
and the last man shal! have perished in the trenches—thea, and only then, 
will I cell Vicksburg. 

A special correspondent of the New York Times, writing from the 
Federal head-quarters near Vicksburg, states that after some of the 
assaults on the place many of the wounded lay where they fell for 
nearly four days, and that “ the op of living to dead was 
terribly small.” Few of those brought off alive were lilly to recover. 
In reference to the defences of Vicksburg, the same correspondent 
says :— 

The rebels are indefatigable in their efforts to strengthen their works. Rvery 
morning reveals the erection of a new work, the repairing of an old one, or 
the planting of batteries in new positions. Yesterday morning they astonished 
our forces on the right by opening upon them with two new gun+—one a 
smooth 64 and the other a rifled 32 pounder. In fact, from all appearances, 
they are as busy digging within as we are without; the morning roar of a 
new gun from our side is usually answered with defiance by som? nignt-grown 
battery on theirs ; and, in short, when we move they couutermove ; we mine 
and they countermine ; and if we succeed in blowing up or carrying their tiret 
line of works we shall probably find another immediatoly in its rear.

Ir is honourable to the British Parliament, and a fresh proof 
that it really and troly represents the general feeling of the 
pation, that at a time like this a single case of sorrow, the fate 
of an insignificant person, should be able to obtain attention 
from the Legislature, and should compel two of the Queen's 
Ministers to make grave reply to complaints, At this moment 
great events are before us, Three of the great Powers of 
Europe are demanding from the fourth a recognition of 
justice and an atonement for wrong. A French Ministry is 
changirg, and we know not into what course we may drift or 
bedrawn, A King has sat in judgmenton the conduct of England, 
and is eaid tohave decided against her, We are arranging for the 
surrender of the Ionian Islands, We have in hand important 
cases of international law, of theological dispute, of military 
complications. We are celebrating the grandest geographical 
feat of modern times. And the “great world,” as it would 
call itself, is absorbed in the crowded enjoyments of the 
seaacn, which is rendered still more exciting by incessant testi- 
monials of loyalty to a young and Royal Bridegroom and his 
beautiful wife. Amid all this, Parliament, the journals, the 
Ministers, and the nation have an ear for a sad little story, the 
fate of a poor milliner girl, worked to death in a dressmaking 
house in Regent-street. 

There is no necessity for our entering into the de‘ails of this 
painful case. Of the fact that long hours and bad ventilation 
told fatally upon a feeble frame there can be no doubt; and 
there is no reason for imputing severer pressure or more 
callous neglect in the instance of Miss Walkley than would 
be found to be used or shown in scores of other dressmaking 
Louses, We may pass over with a word the ridiculous and 
impertinent letter, in which a person connected with the house 
in question clamoured against a feeling which he did not com- 
prehend, Indeed, were the case an isolated one, and if it were 
not one out of hundreds, the sensation which it has excited 
would be less reasonable, and it is therefore desirable that we 
should all understand, as the person who defends the house 
wishes us to do, that there is nothing to call for special repro- 
bation of that estaklishment, while the system which has been 
80 painfully illustrated demands all the reprobation which 
society can utter, Without more reference, therefore, to the 
unfortunate girl who bas died in the service of Mdme. Elise, it 
will be well to consider whether anything, and what, can be 
done to prevent a recurrence of such cases,

WELCOMES TO CAPTAINS SPEKE AND GRANT. 


A SPROTAL meeting of the Royal ical Society was held on Monday, 
at Burlington House, to welcome Captains Spcke and Grant, the discoverers of 
the source of the Nile. The mceting was most numerousty attended—in fact, 
numbers were unable to obtain admission. Sir Roderick Murchison presided, 
and panegyrised the tt explorers. He presented a modal to Captain 
Speke, sent by the King of Italy, obverving at the same time that it was 
probably only the precursor of more which other Sovoreigns would bestow, 
Captain Speke gave a detailed account of his journeyings, to which Captain 
Grant added a few modest sentences, Both the gallant gentlemen were loully 
cheered. [We reserve a detailed report of these deeply interesting procecdings 
till next week, when we intend giving some Illastrations, which havo kindly 
been placed at our disposal, of Captains Speke and Grant's ex plorations. } 

An extra meeting of the members of the Royal Institution of Great 
Britain was held on Tuesday to hear Captain Speke give an account of 
some of the incidents attending his discovery of tho source of the Nile. Tho 
Prince of Wales took the chair for the first time after his election as vice- 
patron, in the room of his lamented father. He was accompaniel by the 
Comte de Paris, several of the Koyal family of France, an] a numerous 
suite. Captain Speke began his discourse by referring to tho two African boys 
who were present, and natives ef the country near Zanzibar; adding, that to 
tho of their parents he had been much indebted for the saccesful 
pot BA of his object. These hoys are now being edacated under the 
superintendence of Colonel Rigby, the British Conaal of Z szibar, who had done 
so much for the abolition of the slave trade in those regions. Captain Spoke next 
expressed bis acknowledgments to Sir R. Murchison and the Royal Geographical 
Society for the assistance they had rendered him in proving the correctness 
of his conclusion that the Lake Victoria Nyanza, discovered by him in 1553, was 
the source of a great river, and that that river was the Nile. Since the time 
| allotted would not suffice to describe the incidents of bis journey of more than 
three thousand miles, from Zanzibar to Khartum, which extended over two 
yeare and a half, and which he recounted to the Royal Geographical Society 
on Monday last, be preferred giving an historical and descriptive account of 
the Wahuma and some other of the tribes which he found dwelling on the shores 
of Lake Nyanza. He expressed bis conviction that those tribes wore Q 
Semitio origin, and that they had become intermingled with the 
Abyssinian aborigines.

THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 


At the weekly mocting of the Centra! Relief Committee, held at Manchestar 
on Mondey. Sir J. P. Kay Shuttieworth, Bart., the deputy chairman, provided. 
The hon. scoretary that during the past woek ten packages of 
clothing had been sent to the various local committees for distribution ; that 
the total amount received in the same period was £2101, and the balance is 
the bank was £356,282. Mr. Commissioner Farnall’s report stated that en 
the 18th inst. there was a decrease in the number of persons receiving 
parochial relief in the twenty seven unions in the cotton-manufacturing 
districts, as compared with the number relieved in the previons week, of 1556. 
The hon. secretary laid on the table a return from local relief committees 
showing the number of persons belonging to other occupations than factory 
work who are in receipt of relief from local committees. There were still 
wanting replies from a few committees ; but the return was ordered to b» 
printed when the replies not received came to hand. In consideration of the 
facts dieciosed by this return, the hon. secretary was requested to aidreas a 
circular to the various local committees asking them to lessen the num)ar of 
recipicats now on the funds as much as possible, Grante of nearly £2000 wore 
made, and the committee adjourned. 

An im t conference of representatives of boards of guardians wis hold 
in week, for the parpose of considering the Public 
Works Bill, and the question which has been raised as to the desire >leness of 

the Rate in Aid Act. After a long discussion, a resolution was 
carried, declaring that the bill before Parliament coald only come into 
operation where there was a “ local authority ;"" that, to remedy this defoot ta 
the measure, “ boards of guardians (in the absence of municipal corporations, 
local boards, or local improvement commissioners) ought to be the local 
anthority for the purposes of this Act ;" that, even as thas amended, the bill 
wonld fail to meet the exigencies of the case; and that Government should 
therefore afford “ aid” to boards of gaardians. The moeting was ie 
favour of a renewal of the Union Relief Aid Act, but insisted upon the omisioe 
of the present provision with regard to rates in aid. 

Mr. John Cheetham, who presided at the annual moeting of the Cotton 
Supp!y Association on Tuesday, said he caloulated this year’s imports of cotton 
at 1,800,000 bales— 1,200,000 bales from India, and the remainder from variows 
ether sources.

Lord Raynham is a most amiable and well-meaning nobleman; but 
this Birching Bill is, we take it, a mistake, humorous in the embryo, 
but calculated to be mischievous if brought to maturity. The autho- 
rised use of the rod means flogging, and flogging is precisely the bar- 
barous end revolting punishment which nine-tenths of the public wish 
to see banished from all schools, private and public. If an obstinate 
boy gets a etripe or two over the shoulders or on the hand with a cane 
there is not, we opine, much harm done, a//iough ti is certainly prac- 
ticable and not very difficult to educate boys without thrashing them at 
all, But to hint at the revival of a universal régime of rods and 
flogging-blocks is quite another matter. Under the tacit encourage- 
ment given by this bill, schoolmasters would flog who nover flogged 
before; and thousands of poor children would be contiaually gazing 
with dolorous countenance at birch-trees, as in Shenstone’s ‘* School- 
mistress,’ “shaping them into rods, and tingling at the view.” 
If the bill passes there will be a run upon the plantations, under- 
wood will be at a premium, and the village of ‘‘ Much Birch” 
stripped to its last twig. Again; is the bill to apply to Sootland, 
where the birch is unknown and the “‘tawse’’ are triumphant ? 
Reriously, we think that the Birching Bill—which should have been 
drawn by Dr. Busby—is caloulated to doa great deal more harm than 


good.

FINE ARTS. 


REFORM OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 
A memoniar, signed by nearly a hundred leading members of the 
artistio ion, ae = the reform and remodelling of the 
Royal Academy, has just been presented to the Royal Commissioners 
lately appointed to inquire into the constitution and working of the 
Royal Academy. The memorial indicates measures of urgently- 
needed reform so nearly coinciding with those we wish to see adopted 
— we will quote it without further preface. The memorial runs 
us :— 

‘1, That the present anomalous position of the Royal Academy 
ehould cease, and that its constitution should assume a truly national 
character. 

*2. That a large and immediate increase be made in the numbers 
of associates, so as to include distinguished artists in every branch of 
the profession. That a certain portion of the associates be admitted 
to teke part in the council of the academy, and that all elections 
be subject to the confirmation of a genoral assembly of the 
ecademiciens and associates. 

3. That the present associates be incorporated with the Royal 
Academy. 

‘4. That a large increace of space for exhibition purposes is 
absolutely required to meet the growing wants of the profession."’ 

The moet pressing causes of complaint are the insufficient space for 
exhibition and the limitation of the number of academicians and 
asrociates. The insufficiency of space for many years past has com- 
pelled the rejection of a vast number of works, ospecially in the 
department of landscape, which deserved exhibition, if our chief 
annual exhibition is to be fully resontative of the national con- 
dition and growth of art. This evil has been more severely felt from 
the fect that many works by academicians and associates which 
enjoyed & prescriptive monopoly of the best places have unquestionably 
been inferior te a large portion of the rejected. If an artist has once 
distinguished himself t0 as to deserve the diplomatic distinction the 
academy has to give, we may concede that he has established a 
certain claim to future ee ; but it becomes a serious grievance 
if theee can only be granted at the very manifest expense of younger 
and, as it may prove, far more deserving men. With regard to the 
present limitation of the number of academicians, and especially 
eerociates, there can also be but one opinion. From the extra- 
ordinary extension of the public patronage of art, espooially 
within (eay) the last fifty years, and the proportionate inorease of 
the number of artists, the original design of the establishment 
of the Roysl Academy—namely, to inolude all the distinguished 
members of the profession, must have been gradually and most 
invidiously ignored, seeing no approximately adequate extension 
of the number was made to meet the vastly increased ratio of 
deserving claimants. The academy originally included some of the 
lowest gradcs of art, such as the painters of ornamental and heraldic 
devices on the old-fashioned coach paneis, not to speak of more 
honorary elections. It is not too much to say that if the spirit of its 
original constitution were now only ially carried out the numbers 
of the academy would be increased at fourfold. As a curious illus- 
tration of the extension of the practice of art we may mention that 
whereas one artists’ colourman sufficed in the early days of Reynolds 
to supply all the es now the venders of artists’ 
materials form a large class of tradesmen. But we would not arguo 
for such an extended bestowment of the highest academio diploma as 
would rob it of much of its prestige. It would be well, perhaps, if the 
number of full academicians were limited for a cartain period to the

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Turnx have been three first appearances in the House of Commons 
in the last few days. To ono of thom only can the term be literally 
applicd; but in « certain sense they were first appearances. Fore- 
mcst in point of date was that of Mr. O'Hagan, the Attornsy-Goneral 
for Ireland, who has only lately obtained a place inParliamenat. This 
honourable and learned gentleman came hither with a high reputatioa 
2s a lawyer; end, as regards his private and personal capability, he is 
eaid to be held in high esteem by every class and party ia Ireland. Tho 
ground wae therefore well prepared for him, and the success of his 
début practically assured unless ho should exhibit shortcomings of no 
ordinery kind. In answering one or two questions which had been 
put to him Mr. O'Hagan showed that he had a good voice and much 
fluency of expression ; and in his first speech, on Irish education, his 
Fpecial qualities were permanently brought out. He is undoubtedly 
eloquent, but more in the Irish than the lish sense of the word; 
and, though skilful in argumentation, he gives one the idoa that ho 
trusts rather to bis declamation than to his ingenuity. His style is 
in some degree of the school of Mr. Whiteside; but he is without 
the coarseness, and possesses’none of the jocoseness, of that gentleman, 
while his earnestness seems to have the ring of reality about it—a 
quality which, even in his most vehement moods, no ons could well 
attribute to Mr. Whiteside. It must, however, in candour be stated 
that, until Mr. O’Hagan has gone through the training which is 
indispenssble to a leading position in the House, he could —— take 
rank as a master, even in Irish debate. Much interest was felt one 
evening when it was understood that Mr. Stansfeld was to take tho 
iwitiative, on the part of the Admiralty, in a discussion in which that 
body was to have the benefit of ae if not to be defended. 
It wes matter of curious speculation how a Radical Reformer in all 
senees, and an Administrative Reformer in particular, could present 
a case for a department which has been for some time under active 
and pressing impeachment. The result proved that Mr. Stansfeld 
knew very well what he was about when he accepted office, aud that, 
office in the Admiralty. In the early part of his speech ho was unable 
to escape from that diffuseness which characterises his style of 
speaking ; and at times there was a way of saying what A: was pre- 
pared to do or to concede, which smacked a little of mook grandour, 
coming as it did from an official who is at the very tail of his depart- 
ment.

principles with a due adherence to the technicalities of official pro- 
cedure, so fully granted the necessity of reform while he manifested 
the equal necessity of cautious and judicious handling in making 
changes, and so contrived to present himself as a standing and per- 
gonal pledge, not only of good intentions but of gentle yet decided 

rogrees, that he at once satisfied official requirements and oonciliated 
Poctite criticiem on his department. In short, his speech was one of 
grent ability in every respect, not omitting a perfect knowledge of the 
subject on which he was speaking; but that, of course, was to be 
expected from him. Woe rather think that the moderate infusion of 
his peculiar, somewhat grandiose, style, which may be characterised 
as Miltonic, into the official talk of the Treasury Bench, was felt by 
the Houce to be an agreeable novelty.

Lord Clarence Paget 
ecems to look a little glum at times when he finds such a competitor 
by his side for the favour of the House; but the noble Lord has been 
a great power there for some time, and as he is not very likely to lose his 
influence toany appreciable degree, he ought to be thankful that he hasno 
longer to fight the battles of the Admiralty singlehanded. A very new 
member, who took his seat only a week or so ago for Kinsale—namaly, 
Sir George Coulthurst—presented bimself to the House on Tuosday. 
The honourable gentleman ecems to be sensible and energetic, and, 
for tho rest, appears to present the anomaly of a member sitting 
somewhat ostentatiously in the most liberal section of the House 
and talking high Toryism in a sounding manner. 

It has been very pertinently, and perhaps impertinently, asked 
whether Mr. Somerset Beaumont knew Lord almerston’s mind whea 
he interpoeed on Monday evening to stop Mr. Hennessy’s motion on 
Poland. Certain incredulous persons will have it that Government 
did not want any discussion on the subject, but that the Premier 
was a victim to the leech-like tenacity of the member for the King's 
County. That honourable gentleman is always fastening upon and 
sticking to something or somebody, and even the chief of the Govern- 
ment cannot shake him off. It has struck some observers of the pro- 
ceedings of the House that it is felt that the time has come when a 
check should be given to Mr. Hennessy. At least, one could not help 
thinking that one traced some such feeling in the spseches of Mr. 
Kinglake and Lord Enfield. The former gentleman was, s0 
to epeak, impersonally contemptuous; ho did not utter his 
name, but every word was Hennessy, in the sense in which 
the elder Pitt was said once to have dealt with Murray. 
It eecemed to us that Mr. Hennessy himself was conscious 
that interposition was directed more agaimst the mover than 
the proposed motion, and for the first time in his Parliamentary life 
be was quiet, and seemed subdued. It was unquestionably a tre- 
mendous snub to a member to have his motion stopped by the roagh 

rocess of a division, which decided that it should not come on; andi 
ew persons remember any other gentleman who has received such a 
negative honour. Although the Government, who had given him the 
evening for his motion, as in honour bound, divided with him, the 
silence of Lord Palmerston before the division took place was ominous 
of some foregone conclusion. The remoteness of the quarter whence 
the intervention came was suspicious; while the interference of Lord 
Enfield— who is supposed to know Earl Russell's wishes better than 
any independent member in the House—wuazs still more suggestive. 
Ono can very well understand why Mr. Horsman was so angry, for 
his efferveecent speech had been bottled up in vain, and his petalance 
was therefore to be excused. Lord Ro Cecil, of course, came 
forwerd in his adopted character of arbiter in all difficulties, his way 
of making things pleasant being to utter circular objurgations which 
comprehend every one who taken any part in what is going 
forward. The occasion was illustrated by one of Mr. Coningham’s 
spasmodic rages, and his ind ce in lan: and gostures, which 
suggest to one that he bas modelled himself on that “‘béte noir”’ of 
the French Legislative Chambers, the Marquis de Boissy. Bat it is 
quite certain that the idea of what is called, in Parliamentary as well 
as in sporting language, a ‘‘ cross,’’ had got possession of the House ; 
and with admirable readiness and skill Lord Palmerston, who per- 
ceived the incredulity with which his statement that he was taken by 
surprise was received, diverted attention from the immediate cause of 
agitation by taking the unusual couree of declaring the contents of a 
diplomatic despatch which was etill on ite way to Russia. It was a 
feat as evcceseful as it was bold; and the result may be gathered from 
a statement of the fact that immediately afterwards the discussion 
fell into the hands of Mr. Vincent y, who exercised his usual 
ingenuity in eliciting injury to Ireland from the most remote and 
inconsequent causes, but who nevertheless said a very gool thing 
(and he often says good things) when, in an especially ironical tons, 
and with a significant glance at the member for King's County, he 
talked of Lord Palmerston and Mr. Hennessy as the “high contract- 
ing parties’’ to the compact which was under debate. When Mr. 
'y has the floor given up to him every one knows that the end of 
the discussion is visible, though only through the lengthened vista of 
his speech, and so it happened here. Whatever they might continue 
to think of the businees, members ceased to talk about it. 

It is a curious fact that there is within the Imporial Parliament 
something very like a Scotch Parliament—that is, the Scottish 
members never suffer the southerns to interfere with the measures 
quads relating to Scotland. They consider, discuss, and sh 
+ in private meetings out of the house, and when they are aniee 
consideration in the house they are only public repetitions of previous 
rebearsals. Nevertheless, the Scotch members play out ther _ 
with great patience and persistency; and no one who sees them 
battling point by point of a measure, or pushing it gradually 
out of the house, would imagine that everything had been prac- 
tically arranged beforchand. It is, however, obvious that 
Scottieh representatives must eppear before their constituents 
in the columns of the nowspapers as well as other mombors; 








and hence the eteady, regular deliverance of their sentimonts by all 
and sundry of them, no matter what becomes of the bill before them. 
One of theee cases oocurred this week, when a morning sitting was 
appointed for the special purpose of dobating a bill which every ono 
knew would go to the wall about a quarter to four o'clock. Although 
the fight was a sham one it was conducted with all the formalities 
and a good deal of the ardour of a real one; and when at length ths 
originator of the measure, trying to look supremely unconscious, and 
with a show of reluctance which seemed to have been born only of the 
moment, stated that he would withdraw it, member after member 
roee and abused it. Not content with having “‘scotched the snake," 
they proceeded most decidedly to kill it.

Lord Stratheden brought in a bill to amend the oaths taken by the mambers 
of the Legislature. His object was to amend these oaths, so a3 to admit Jews 
to Parlisament in a direct way, instead of their taking their seats by the sus- 
pension of a standing order. The bill was brought in, but Lord Stratheden 
eaid he did not intend to proceed with it this Session. 

Lord Ebury called attention to the distinction made by the Ecoledastical 

‘ommisesioners in the distribution of the common fund between benefices in 
public and private patronage, and made a motion on the subject, whioh, after 
a tbort discuesion, was withdrawn, 

The Volunteers Bill was read a second time, after a brief discussion. 

‘Lhe Prison Ministers Bill was read a third time and passed,

The Passengers Act Amendment Bill and the Thames Embankment (South

On the report of the Picr and Harbour Orders Confirmation Bill various 
smcndments onderwent discussion, with especial reference to the construction 
of a pier at Rhy). Mr. Bass moved the recommittal of the bill. This motion, 
after a long debate, was carried by 60 to 19, and the House went into Con- 
mittee, when the motion that the provisional order of the Board of Trade for 
the construction of a picr at Rhy! be reinstated in the bill was agreed to, upon 
a division. 

Sir Robert Hitcham's Charity Bill and the Ruthin Charities Bill passel 
through Committee, 

The Local Goverrment Supplemental (No, 2) Bill was read a third time and 
paseed. 

The House went into Committee npon the Poor Removal (No. 2) Bill, and 
commenced the discussion of the numerous amendments of which notice hat 
been given. The first of the amendments of the first clause, moved by Mr. C, 
Turner, having been carried, Mr. Herbert, who had introduced the bill, moved 
that the Chairman report pregress, with the view of consideriag the course he 
thould take in regard to it. The motion was agreed to. 

Sir H. Bruce obtained leave to bring in a bill relating to prisons in Ireland. 

Lord Raynham obtained leave to bring in a bill to amend the Naisances 
Removal Act for England, 1855, with respect to the seizure of diseased and 
nnwholesome meat ; a bill to prolibit unqualified persons from the practice of 
midwifery ; and a bill for the prevention of accidental poisoning. 

In reply to Mr. Coningham, the Marguis of Hartington said that Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Crawley waa to be recalled to this country to be tried by court- 
martial. This announcement was received with loud cheers. 

In reply to Mr. Baires, Mr. Layard said a commercial treaty with Italy had 
not yet been signed. He trusted, however, that it would be signed before long. 

Lord Palmerston, in answering a question put by Lord Hotham, said he 
should postpone the vote for the Exhibition building to Thursday week. On 
Thursday next he would bring on the bill for fortifications, 

Mr. Layard said that since he answered a question on Friday nizht as to 
General Mouravicff having ordered Polizh ladies who wore mourning to be 
knouted, telegraphic despatches had been received from the Russian Govern- 
ment denying that there was eny foundation for the statement. e added, 
however, that the information in the possession of her Majesty’s Government 
tended to confirm the reports of the crueltics that were practised. 

POLAND.—Lord PALMERSTON moved the postponement of the orders of the 
day, with the view of allowing Mr. Hennessy to bring forward his motion on 














the Polish question.—The proposition was, however, opposed by several | 


members, and on a division the Honse decided by a considerable majority not 
to bear the member for King’s County at preeent.—Mr. HORSMAN protested 
against thia decision; and Lord PALMERSTON expressed his regret that Mr. 
Hennessy was not perr’ “d to go on with his motion. He appre- 
hended no inconvenien. from the discussion, although it was his 
intention to have opposed both the motion of Mr. Hennessy and the amend- 
ment of Mr. W. KE. Forater. The noble Lord, however, stated the 
substance of the despatch which had been sent to St. Petersburg by hor 
Majesty's Government. It was recommended that there should be a cessation 
of hostilities ; that a general amnesty should be proclaimed; that a national 


repreeentation should be granted, on the principle of that established by } 


Alexander I. in execution of the Treaty of Vienna; that the pub'ic offices in 
Poland shonld be filled by Poles alone; that perfect liberty of conscience 
should be used in all public transactions and in the edacetion of the people ; 
and, lastly, that a regular system of recruiting should be organised, s0 as to 
put an cnd to such conscriptions as thore which preceded the revolt. 
Communications had also been sent to the Russian capital by the Governments 
of Paris and Vienna, whose views differed on some points from those held by 
ber Majesty's Government. In the main, however, they agreed, and Denmark 
and other States had given their sanction to the proposals of England. The 
noble Lord added that in the present insurrection great atrocities hai been 
committed on both sides, and it was this circumstance which mainly led her 
Majesty's Government to urge an armistice.—After some further remarks from 
Mr. Disraeli and Mr. Seymour-Fitzgerald the sabject dropped. Mr. Hennessy 
will bring the question before the House when Raasia’s reply shal! have been 


made public.

Lord Donovghmore brought forward the case of the West Hartlepool 
Harbour and Dock Company. He moved two resolutions—one, that the report 
and evidence on the subject be referred to the Attorney-General in order that 
he might inquire whether an indictment should not be preferred against the 
directors and anditora of the company; and the other, that a Select Committee 
be appointed to inquire what legislative measures were requisite to prevent 
directors of public companies from exceeding their borrowing powers.—The 
Lord Chancellor announced that the course suggested by the first resolution 
was about to be taken by the Government. The resolution was therefore 
withdrawn. The second resolution, with some additions, was passed, and, 
after disposing of some other business, their Lordships adjourned. 

The Ear! of Shaftesbury drew the attention of the House to the recent 
melancholy death of Miss Walkley, the caused by overwork and 
unfit sleeping apartments. He asked whether the Government were prepared 
to introduce a measure for the ventilation and sanitary regulation of the work- 
rooms in which seamstresses were employed ?— Karl Granville was not pre- 
pared to state that the Government intended to introduce any bill on the 
subiect ; but if Lord Shaftesbury himself would bring in a bill it would meet 
with full consideration.

BRITISH ORPHAN ASYLU M. 
THE ceremony of inaugurating the new building for this asylum at Slough 
on Wednesday, was a most brilliant one, apart from the interest attaching te 
the charitable object for which it is intended. The fine weather, the attend- 
ance of the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the excellent arrangements, all 
combined to attract a very large number of visitors, and make the day at 
Slovgh a complete festival. 

The Prince and Princess arrived by special train from London to Slough at 
four o'clock, and were received at the station by a deputation of directors, by 
whom they were conducted to the reception room prepared for them in the 
main building. The procession was then furmed, and consisted of the board of 
directors of the institution, headed by the chairman (Mr. Thomas Tilson) 
and the vice-chairman (Mr. Charles Wolloton), the clergy of the neighbour- 
hood, the Sheriffs of London and Middiesex, the Lord Mayor, the Bishop 
of Ripon, the Bishop of Bath and Wells, and, lastly, their Royal High- 
nesses the Prince and Princess of Wales, attended by Lord Mount-Kigoumbe, 
Lord Jermyn, General Knollys, and a numerons snite. They proceeded from 
the west door through two lines of pupi's of the school to a dals prepared fo- 
them beneath a large marquee erected oa the lawn, and communicating wit) 
the main portion of the building. During the proceasion the National Anth »m 
was played by the bands of the 18th Hussars and the Comm'ssionnaires, who 
were in attendance during the whole day. On the arrival of the Prince and 
l’rincess at the dais the pupils of the mstitution sang the O11 Handredth 
Psalm very sweetly, and an address to the Prince was read by Mr. Thomas 
Tilson, the chairman of the board of directors. It gave «short account of the 
foundation and gradual progress of the in-titution, stating the reasons that 
had determined the directors to move to the present premises. It alladed tn 
grateful terms to the patronage already bestowed on the asylam by the Queea, 
the late Prince Consort, and the Prince of Wales, and concluded by expressiag 
a hope that the Prince and Princess would allow their names to be eurolled as 
the Royal Vice-patron and Vice-patroness of the institution. 

The Prince, in reply, said,—‘* It has given the Princess and myself great 
pleasure to be present at the opening of your new asylum, and to have beea 
invited to take part in so good a work. The benevolent purposes of this 
widely-extended institution speak for themselves. It is one in which the 
Queen and my lamented father, the promoter of every scheme for the relief ef 
the neceesitons, evinced warm interest ; and the details which you have givea 
of its formation and progress furnish another appeal for aid from those wt ose 
highest enjoyment is to givea home and education to the fatherless and lestitu’ e. 
It is a privilege, I assure you, that the Princess and myself value gveatly, te 
have our names associated with the British Orphan Asylum.” 

His Royal Highness then declared the building to be open, and for ever 
dedicated to the purposes of the British Orphan Asylum. A prayer was 
offered by the Bishop of Bath and Well+, invoking the blessing of the 
Almighty on the institution. This was followed by a sacred song set to music 
by Dr. Sterndale Bennett, and specially composed for the occasion. The ladies 
who had purses to present then advanced in almost endless procession, and, 
with graceful obcisance, deposited them on the table before their Royal 
Highnesses, maki a goodly heap. The Prince of Wales, amid much 
cheering, announ that Mr. Rdward Mackenzie had presented to the socictg 
the eum of £12,000 to pay for the building. 

The Nationa! Anthem was sung by the pupils of the Royal Acadomy, ander 
the direction of Mr. Lucas. The Prince and Princess then proceeded to th» 
routh lawn, and there erch planted a tree in commemoration of the eventa of 
the day. The trees were finely-grown specimens of the Weilin ea antea, 
which had been presented by Mr. Turner for the purpose. he planting of 
the trees was followed by y cheering ; and, this interesting ceremon 
over, their Royal Highnesees left the grounds, and returned to town by speci 
train on the Great Western Railway. 

In the afternoon the company were entertained at a splendid banquet, lal@ 
pened Le marquee in the grounds of the Asylum, at which the Lerd Mayor 
: A banquet, ided by Mr. Chater, of the London Tavern, waa givea in 
the evening, the Lord Mayor presiding.

THE MEMORIAL OF THE GREAT EXHIBITION OF 1681. 


Tue Memorial of the Great Exhibition of 1851 and of its founder, the 
late Prince Consort, was inaugurated with great state on the 10th inst. 
in the preeence of the Prince and Princess of Wales, who were ac- 
— by Princesses Helena and Louisa, and Prinoes Alfrad, 

ur, and Leopold, and attended by a numerous retinue of the 
ladies and gentlemen of the Court. The Duke of Cambridge, the 
Duchess of Cambridge, and Princees Mary were also present. The 
Queen had — inspected the memorial on the previous day 
and repeatedly expressed her satisfaction with it. Tho memorial 
stands on a stone basement, ereoted to receive it by the Hortioul- 
tural Society, in their gardens at South Kensington, at the head of 
the lake and facing the conservatory. The idea embodied is that of 
Britannia (typified by the Prince), supported by the four quarters of the 
globe—indicating that the exhibition originated in Eagland and was 
supported by all other nations. The monument is 42 ft. in height and 
18 ft. across the base at the angles. The inscriptions are very full. © 
On the south face are the names, incised and gilt, of all who were 
mainly interested in the Exhibition ; on the east face is a complete list 
of the exhibiting countries ; on the wost are the salient stat istics of the

The majority of the 
maps hitherto published have not been oo! with sufficient 
knowledge to render them reliable or im! t guides 
great military movements that have been followed with so m' n- 
terest.

Not long since we were gratified by 
receiving within our walls the son of our beloved Queen when preparing to 
pursue his studies in an institution which has enjoyed for so many ages the 
Buropean celebrity of the University of Oxford. We feel still more gratified 
in the opportunity now afforded us of congratulating both your Royal High- 
nosses upon the union which you have so happily contracted. May = Royal 
Highnesses long be united partakers of every blessing which a kind Providence 
can bestow. 

Given in our Council, under our common seal, the 16th day of June, 1363, 
Tho Prince briefly thanked the Mayor and Corporation for their kind 
wishes, and the Princess graciously bowed to . :

THE DEGREE OF D.C.L, CONFERRED UPON THE PRINCE IN THE 
SHELDONIAN THEATRE, 

On Tuesday the degree of Doctor in Civil Law was conferred upon 
the Prince. By two o’clock every available place in the Sheldonian 
Theatre was taken up except the reserved seats in the area around the 
Chancellor’s throne. Wild were the spirits of the undergraduates’ 
gallery, deafening their cheers for the ladies in all colours of the 
rainbow and with every variety of loveliness. For about an hour the 
wildest uproar prevailed. en the great doors were opened, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury came in and was warmly cheered ; 
afterwards Dr. Liddell, with Mrs. Gladstone. Then another pause; 
after which, amidst a lull of the profoundest silence, the Princess 
entered, led by Dr. Liddell. Soarcely had she traversed half the 
dis‘ance to the throne, when a loud, deep cheer arose, such as seemed 
to shake the theatre to its foundations. For several minutes this 
continued without intermission ; the ladies joined in the general enthu- 
siasm, waving their handkerdhiefs. The Princess was much moved, 
and acknowledged the undisguised loyalty of area and galleries in 
the most graceful and winning manner, almost deprecating the 
deep fervour with which she was greeted. At length there was 
another lul), then again the doors were thrown wide open, and, led by 
the Earl of Derby, the Prince was conducted to his throne, the organ 
playing ‘‘God Save the Queen.”’ All joined in, and the first verse of 
the National Anthem was sung as it only can be sung by some 1500 

oung Englishmen. The Prince had reached his throne, and then a 
tremendous cheer was raised. The Prince was visibly excited, and 
stood by Lord Derby’s side, bowing to all parts the theatre. 
When the cheering had subsided, Lord Derby, in a very graceful and 
eloquent Latin speech, which was Soquel interru: by enthu- 
siastio cheers, set forth the grounds on which it was proposed to 
confer upon the Prince a Doctor's degree. He touched u his 
illustrious parentago, his honoured father, his beloved mother, his 
own fair promise, the good example of obedience to the University 
discipline set by the Prince hi as an undergraduate, his happy 
marriage—to which, by a rhetorical allusion to the fair presence of 
the Princess herself, he attracted the most enthusiastic applause— 
and the hopeful prospect in the future, concluding with a for the 
“‘Placet’’ of the assembled members of Convocation. This was most 
cordially given, and the Prince sat down a D.O.L. of Oxford. Then 
followed the odes of congratulation. After the conferring the degree 
of D.C.L. upon Prince Louis of Hesse, and a few honorary degrees 
on members of the household of the Prince and Princess, Convocation 
was adjourned, and the Royal retired amidst the same eager 
demonstrations of affection and loyalty as greeted their entrance.
